STRIFE AND DISSENSION 


Have Marked Every Meeting Since 
Organization—Former Vice-Presi- 
dent States His Position 


In view of the members’ decision to 
continue the Showmen’s League of 
America, the following letter, written 
by Charles Andress, veteran showman 
and former vice-president of the 
league, may prove timely and interest- 
ing: 

Chicago, Feb. 16, 1915. 
The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O.: 

Gentlemen—Since the last meeting 
of the Showmen’s League, and since 
the rather insinuating and derog- 
atory remarks have appeared in an 
Eastern publication, which, no doubt, 
are directed principally at me, I have 
received a number of letters request- 
ing that I make some response to 
same. 

In this connection I wish to say a 
few words in regard to the possible 
future, and past movements of the 
league, and why I, and many others, 
are in favor of giving up the charter 
and discontinuing the league. 

The first and most important reason 
is that after a thorough test of over a 
year there has been nothing but dis-

There is the same bigness and 
tremendous outlay of money that has 
marked every show at the Winter Gar- 
den, and, add to the fact that there 
are more novelties in the current show 
than before, you have the 
great virtues of the entertainment as- 
sembled.

The presenting company is big and 
beautiful in its showing of girls; the 
costuming is dazzling in its ornate 
glories, and where girls and costumes 
come together there is an unusual dis- 
play of bare skin, even for the Winter 
Garden. At times the girls are bare 
from their shoe-tops nearly to their 
waist-line; at other times there is a 
tendency for the costuming to submit 
to the attraction of gravity and fade 
away from the upper part of the plump 
peaches of the Shubert chorus. There 
is always a perfect revelry of the fe- 
male form, mostly divine, and the rub- 
ber-necks have a busy time of it miss- 
ing as little as possible. 


The principals have been called 
largely from vaudeville; in some cases 
only one of a vaudeville team going 
into the show. All of the artists re- 
mferred to were better in vaudeville for 
the reason that they created their own 
specialty, were masters of their own 
opportnnity, and, therefore, served as 
valuable adjuncts to the bills they 
adorned. But in the Winter Garden 
show they are'largely shorn of oppor- 
tunity, handicapped by the weight of 
numbers, and do not all fulfill the ex- 
pectations of their admirers by any 
means. 


Calculating the possibilities to ‘make 
good,” estimating the individual talent 
as displayed in the big show, and giv- 
ing everybody credit for every possible 
chance to shine that is afforded them, 
this humble opinion lines up the big 
list of principals this-a-way: 

No. 1—Belle Ashlyn, pre-eminently 
the comedy hit of the show, in clever- 
ness, versatility and comedy method; 
no woman in present memory has ever 
even touched her among Winter Gar- 
den principals. 

No. 2—Blossom Seeley, who works 
hard and effectively with the lead of 
some of the numbers, dances a bit and 
puts vitality and concentrated effort 
into her employment. 

No. 8-——Mlile. Dazie, employing her 
great beauty of face and figure in the 
progress of some highly artistic ballet 
dancing, as the leader of a group of 
girls who deserve distinctive praise for 
their cleverness in dancing ensembles. 

No. 4—Chas. Ross, dignified, manly, 
strong-voiced and unctuous when op- 


portunity permits; a sterling, dramatic 
man, artistic in all he attempts.

The halt in the conferences between the two groups of allied theatrical 
managers is but a natural development in an effort to bring about not a merely 
better understanding for the future. What is sought to accomplish is so far 
beyond the scope of published plans that the writer has stated persistently his 
belief that nothing would be definitely revealed until the present theatrical 
season was fairly ended. 


There are many phases of the existing situation in the amusement field 
that have not been even mentioned in the press that represent far more vital 
problems than the attainment of a booking agreement, and the disagreement at 
this stage of the negotiations has to do with these; for instance, the troublous 
ticket speculation problem is all important. One of the larger concerns owns 
a controlling interest in the Tyson Company, which operates a chain of hotel 
ticket offices, while another is intimately associated with the ticket brokerage 
business, operated by the MacBride Company. Between the two there has 
been a bitter rivalry. The sum total of these operations represents an enor- 
mous annual income to the heads of the two theatrical syndicates, but is not 
participated in by the allies of same, hence the problem’s solution would prob- 
ably mean that henceforth the sale of seats for all playhouses must be con- 
ducted solely at the box-offices. One producing firm is already in the courts in 
a test case to decide whether the individual producing manager is not entitled 
to his share of such income. 


Another vital issue is the growing scope of the “Cut-Rate” ticket industry, 
which is the outgrowth of one man’s operations, originally confined to the 
purchase of window privilege tickets. Despite the denials it is extremely likel 
that the managers are in some underground fashion benefiting from the 
largely increased sales along these lines. Both of the larger theatrical con- 
cerns are probably now at loggerheads on these two ticket-selling issues. It 
must be understood that in the matter of the cut-rate system it is a rather 
nice question that is at stake. Few persons comprehend that but for the income 
from this new outlet for other than choice seats and also for other than choice 
attractions one-half of the playhouses would not be open. 


People go to the theatrical bargain counter bent upon “getting something 
r nothing.” * The lure of a two-dollar seat for half price is all compelling. 
public does not scrutinize theater diagrams, nor even the character of the 
ction. With it is solely the saving of a dollar on each seat purchased. 


Out of the more than forty legitimate theaters in New York there are 
always a dozen presenting attractione in which public interest is comparatively 
nil. The cut-rate magnate goes inte the market which he has created with 
the same risk as the ticket speculator. He buys say 1,000 seats a week for each 
of the theaters where the general public is rot in evidence. On stormy nights 
he gets “‘stuck”’ so bad that it takes two normal weeks to recover from one 
such disaster. 

More than one play has been permitted to continue long enough through 
this new source of income to develop into a winner, and just as soon as the 
public begins to go to the box-office to pay the regular price the supply to the 
cut-rate man is abruptly discontinued. The theatrical manager who operates 


many play houses is reluctant to end this outlet for his failures, and there you 
are.

Another contributing cause to the halt in negotiations has been due to the 
improved position of the Shuberts, who, when the conferences began, were in- 
clined to give way owing to the pressure from their allies and associates. Par- 
ticularly was the influence of Messrs. Cox and Rhimock in evidence, but in the 
last few weeks the Shuberts have vastly improved their status, especially in 
New York City, where a month or so ago they had not one genuine success. 
Now five of their theaters have “hits” and undoubtedly they are now reluctant 
to yield to the extent of a month ago. 

It is no secret that the booking agency phase of the negotiations compre- 
hended the supremacy of Klaw & Erlanger. The Shubert partners were agree- 
able to this, but no one ts so foolish as to believe that Lee and J. J. Shubert 
were, hence when their own position was strengthened they simply reconsid- 
ered. Some say a contract was really signed. Others hold that there was no 
forfeiture bond deposited and that this permitted a temporary halt in the 
proceedings. 


Once perhaps in a decade what is called vaudeville is truly enriched by 
one of the many captures from the distinctly legitimate stage, though because 
of an improved environment, such as has been created through the splendid 
policy existent at the Palace Theater, the public is now more receptive to the 
lure of the great name, but most of all the better vogue of legitimate stars in 
the two-a-day is due to a greater discernment on their part. 

Where heretofore the incentive has been to provide merely the name, 
now, on all too rare occasions, the celebrity enters the vaudeville field with 
serious intent, as was the case with Alla Nazimova, whose triumph was so 
positive that she has been retained as the absolute headliner for three con- 
secutive weeks in one theater, a most extraordinary achievement, and one 
that never could have been possible save through a tremendous public interest. 

To be held over as the basic attraction in a vaudeville theater for three 
weeks is some record. The closest scrutiny of the past history of vaudeville 
reveals no instance of a similar achievement by a dramatic star in a single 
playlet. If this was due to the name only who can explain why Nazimova, but 
a few weeks before, played to empty seats at about the same prices and but a 
few blocks away from the Palace? That Nazimova would prove a great at- 
traction must have been in doubt, for the number of weekS meted out to her in 
advance of opening was no larger than was absolutely necessary to induce the

$300,000 Structure at 
sents the Last Word in 


Youngstown, O., Repre- 
Theatrical Architecture 


—Popular Price Vaudeville the Policy 


Youngstown, O., Feb. 22.—The open- 
ing of the new Hippodrome takes place 
today. The new amusement temple 
covers the space between Federal 
street—Youngstown’s main artery— 
running through to Commerce street. 
As one enters the Federal street en- 
trance, front, one sees first long rows 
of beautiful globe lights extending 
from entrance through to Commerce. 
With cement flooring and _ Italian 
marble on either side to form the 
dressing are twenty-one stores. The 
decorations of this arcade are in ivory, 
gold and green, with marble base. The 
foyer has the same fittings. These are 
in contradistinction to the interior of 
the theater, which is in ivory, rose and 
gold. The general plan of the interior 
reminds one of New York's great play- 
house. The capacity, including lower 
floor with balcony, is 2,000. Prices are 
ten, twenty and thirty. Seven pieces 
comprise the orchestra. 


The total investment represented is 
reported to be close to $300,000. 


Dressing rooms underneath the stage 
comprise fourteen, a‘ supplied with 
running water, and four baths. All 
stage and general house-lighting is 
controlled from the master switch- 
board located on the stage. This has 
a complete dimming system, utilizing 
three colors. 

The special animal room is under 
the alley level at the rear of the Hip- 
podrome. 


The Hippodrome has one of the 
largest and most elaborate electric 
signs in the United States. Extending 
from the outside front balcony it is 
100 feet in length. It requires 25,000 
feet of wire to operate it, with 2,500 
electric lamps. There are 800 connec- 
tions. 

There is a large pipe organ over the 
proscenium arch of the stage. There 
will be no drop curtain, but a hand- 
some velour curtain will be draped 


’ &from each side of the proscenium.

be able to help himself by giving benefits. . 

Here is a plan that should recommend itself 
as eminently practical and practiéable. 

There are two organizations in Chicago, the 
Actor’s Fund and the Old Friends’ Club, each 
of which has the imterests of the actor at 
heart. Either or beth of these could obtain a 
centrally located theater now dark, aud ar 
range for its opening on a given date. Let the 
two associations guarantee the details of its 
management, and arrange—which they may 
easily do in the present state of the public 
temper and the feeling of the press--for due 
publicity to be given their announcements. Then 
let every act that cares for a day's work, giving 
each act its proper turn on a roster, present his 
or her specialty in a ten and fifteen-minute 
turn. Let there be two performances a day, as 
at the big-time houses, and’ let the receipts be 
made up during each performance, all agreed 
upon charges, including the proper donatiens to 
the Actor's Fund and the Old Friends’ Club, be 
deducted and the remainder pro rated amongst 
the actual performers for that - performance. 
Let each performer call at the box-office for his 
envelope at the end of the performance, and 
let the final disposition of the envelope’s con 
tents rest with him. 

That is to say, that if a star from the legit 
imate and a small act from tie small-time ap 
pear on the same bill each will receive his pro 


portion of the joint earnings, and each may 
keep the amount entire or donate it to both 
funds by dropping it in a box provided for that 


purpose or sending it in through the mail or 
otherwise. The object of this will be to pre 
vent a general knowledge of the needless of 
every act and preserving’ the proper pride of 
the performers. 

Such a scheme is entirely practicable 
Needs only a start. Its operatien would pro 
vide a bili of almost unkmited variety, fresh 
every performance, and there is no doubt in the 
world that the public would support such & 
move yery generously for various reasons. This 
period of hard times is even now passing; it 
is not to be permanent, and the proposed plan 
need not be permanent. either. During the 
gradual improvements, however, it would work 
wonders in the way of tiding acts over, and 
this withont a resort to unpalatable methods.

Society of Music Men Successfully 
Launched in New York, Combin- 


ing Publishers, Jobbers and 
Dealers in Popular and 
Serious Songs 


New York, Feb. 17.—There assembled at the 
Hotel Breslin, last night, forty-nine men who 
are vitally interested, from various viewpoints, 
in the prosperity of the sheet-music business. 
They had assembled at the second meeting of 
the Music Publishers and Dealers’ Association 
of Greater New York. The constitution and 
by-laws, adopted at this meeting, stated that 
the object of the association was to ‘‘promote 
good fellowship and advance social intercourse 
among ite members'’—or words to that effect. 

Reading and discussing the constitution and 
by-laws developed that this purpose, rigidly 
adhered to, was likely to make the association 
one destined to long life and great benefit. 
Unlike the Music Publishers’ Board of Trade, 
the Authors and Composers’ Society and kindred 
alliances in the music business, the newly 
formed society disclaims any attempt to regu- 
late or nullify the “‘evils’’ of the trade, but 
simply to attract the men engaged in the 
music business to etated banquets and social 
gatherings, for general enjoyment and acquaint- 
anceship. 

The Billboard's chief purpose in covering the 
banquet was to treat largely upon the “‘side- 
lights’’ and to record the special interest the 
“pop. song’’ publishers took in the occasion. 
Of this class of publishers Jules and Jay Wit- 
mark, Joseph W. Stern and Edward B. Marks, 
James Kendis, Tell Taylor were among those 
present. The announcement was made that 
Chas. K. Harris, Leo Feist, Henry Watterson, 
Maurice Abrahams, Fred Belcher, Fred Mille, 
Max Silver and one or two others had joined 
the association, paid their coin, and had been 
expected tc be in attendance. 

Edward B. Marks figured as conspicuously 
entitled to the appreciative vote of thanks he 
received for his careful and studied arrange- 
ment and production of the by-laws and 
constitution, It was a careful and complete 
job, of considerable magnitude, well done and 
unanimously accepted. 

The speech making was enjoyed, and, through 
en unfortunate circumstance, to be further ex- 
plained in this same report, was curtailed by 
one oration that was never delivered. Tell 
Taylor raised the volce of the West in his 
endorsement of the organization. Ted Snyder 
contributed several different routines of laugh- 
ter through his genial comments. Julius Wit- 
mark declined the issue when it came to making 
a etraight speech, but his counsel was heeded 
in the very important particular relating to 
the future of the association. Jay Witmark 
was silent. Edward B. Marks embellished the 
proceedings with some well-stated ideas. Joseph 
W. Stern, his partner, said that Mr. Marks 
had said all he was going to say, an evidence 
of discreetness which, followed through a life 
partnership, has put both Mr. Stern and Mr. 
Marks beyond the pale of possible want and 
impoverishness. James Kendis was among the 
silent minority. 

During the banquet one of the menu cards was 
passed around the board, accompanied by a 
fountain pen, which tore the initials, ‘“‘L. W. 
G." The collection of autographs progressed 
very happily until the fountain pen was handed 
to Joseph W. Stern for his signature. Right 
there one man of evil mind suggested that these 
signatures might be taken into consideration 
by someone with tracing paper and be useful, 
in duplicate, on the bottom of bank checks. 
Simultaneously Mr. Stern’s eye fell upon the 
initials on the fountain pen, and visions of 
his name being attached to fat publishing con- 
tracts by fairy hands halted him in the very 
act of placing the letters and flourishes of a 
signature on the card, which might have utterly 
upset al} the royalty calculations of the Stern- 
Marks corporation. And, accordingly, he signed 
with his left hand.. 

The trade press was represented by the very 
finest delegation of ink spillers that ever 
sboved their knees under a groaning board. 
Jack Edwards, of The (Clipper, instanced his 
Methodist bringing up by reciting the prayer 
meeting truism that has been handed down 
from generation to generation: “I feel that it 
fis good to be here, and I hope you will all 
pray for me that I may ever prove faithful.” 
Walter Vaughan, of The Music Trades, con- 
densed a story into one minute that he might 
have stretched into four, had he recited it 
as Walter C. Kelley originally used it in his 
act. Sam Harris, of The Star, slid under the 
table when the newspaper men started to speak 
and was seen no more. 

There must here be made allowance for op- 
portunity and the indulgence of the editor

To make the 
story stand right up, we shall say this was 
between twenty-five and thirty years ago. The 
only way the newedealer knew, in those days, to 
get sheet music was to order it*from the Omaha 
News Co., a branch of an air-tight corporation 
with arms which envelop the country. This 
music was not returnable, was a dead loss if 
not sold, and Mr. Gibson was too careful to 
take chances. Indeed, he discouraged the sale 
of sheet music, because of the risks be rap ip 
‘getting stuck.’ 

“There came to Fremont one winter 
Thatcher, Primrose & West's Minstrel+—an 
event, you may be assured. There was one 
among the company who was advertised as 
America’s Sweetest Voiced Madrigal Singer 
Great was my anxiety to know how he was 
going to do it. It worked upon my mind fer 
the days the paper had hung in our store win- 
dow, and when the ‘madrigal singer’ part of 
the entertainment arrived there walked down 
to the front a slender youth, who proceeded to 
lift up his lungs to the words and music of The 
Maid of the Mill. In the years that have 
passed the men singers that I have heard have 
ranged from Lewis F. Muir to Caruso; on lané 
or sea, at home or in foreign lands have I ever 
heard so sweet a voice as tliat which flowed 
forth from the throat of Julius P. Witmark. 
The West, agog with the fame of Blatchford 
Cavanaugh, the Chicago chojr singer, e6ur- 
rendered to Julius P. Witmark and was glad. 

“Next day the town seemed very dull, for 
the advent and departure of 40—Count 'Em—46 
made quite a difference in the appearance of 
Fremont al] in one day. But The Maid of 
the Mill still lingered, and to induce my boss 
to order one copy that it might become my very 
own I felt it necessary to give him the names 
of three people who wanted it. The News 
Company charged us 40 cents; the mysterious 
figure on the front of the sheet-music was ‘‘6,’’ 
si, in the wisdom of the boss’ foreknowledge. 
I had to pay $1.80 for the privilege of having 
the one copy my heart was set upon. 

“Until tonight I have not, eince then, set 
eyes upon Julius P. Witmark, although I have 
roamed Broadway for these many years. True. 
I have, in course of my duties as The Billboard's 
representative, sent my card in to Mr. Wit- 
mark, on numerous occasions, when I knew he 
was in, but until now my eyes have been 
denied the visual recall of that wonderful 
‘madrizal singer.’ It needs but this little stir 
of fancy to hear again, ‘Do not forget me; do 
not forget me; remember the Maid of the Mill.’ 

“Therefore, besides the personal satisfaction 
in surrounding this appetizing $2 feed, there is 
the added benefit of parading the moral of this 
speech—hidden as morals most times are: 
Music used to sell for its face price; a “‘pop."’ 
song or good ballad was sold to the retailer for 
40 cents and he made twenty cents on the 
transaction. Music is now current at ten cents 
the copy. That's one moral. The second is 
unlike unto it: We need more etngers like 
Julius P. Witmark was a considerable number 
of years ago.”’ 7 

Punctuated, as it was not, by “here, here,’ 
“there, there,’’ ‘“‘bravo,"’ ‘“‘salvo,’"’ and such 
other outbursts as are usually accompanied by 
a corking good speech, the fact that must be 
now recorded is this. When called up for « 
speech The Billboard man was atricken dumb 
and likewise palsied in his chair—etage fright 
spoiled the whole smear. 

Incidentally, it may be stated that one of 
the two retail music dealers, who were in at- 
tendance advanced a thought that would make 
the attendance, on some future occasion, more 
manifold and the absentees leas conspicuous. 
This dealer said that because conditions were 
as they are the retailer is compelled to etay 
in his store evenings, when the great bulk of 
their sales are made. He suggested that some 
hour different than during the evening might 
be appointed for the banquets. 

And so the thought, continued further, might 
lead to the meeting being turned into luncheons, 
in the early afternoons, when the hundreds of 
retail dealere of New York would be able to 
attend.

THE AMERICAN PRIZE PLAY—With the 
publication February % of Alice Brown's Children 
of Earth an opportunity is provided for the In- 
timate stuwly of the play which won the ten 
thousand-dollar prize {n Winthrop Ames’ contest. 
Its production at the Booth Theater in New 
York City has been attended with considerable 
success. It has been hailed by the critics as ‘‘a 
truly American play,” ‘‘splendidly racy of the 
soil,’ one exhibiting “tthe essential qualities of 
good art—verity and that intangible elusive 


we call humanness.”’ 

It is not surprising that in book form Children 
of Earth should prove to be good reading. Miss 
Brown is no experimenter in the art of writing. 
Her pictures of New England are known to go 
deeper in their analyses of conduct and to be 
more faithful than those of most of her con- 
temporaries. And consequently one may expect 
Children of Earth to be as good to read as it is 
to see, and these who approached the play with 
this feeling will not be disappointed. 

No more apt description of its theme could be 
given than that contained in the Drama League's 
commendatory bulletin—‘‘Children of Earth ts a 
dramatization of the New England conscience.’

THE AMUSEMENT PARK AND ITS 
PROBLEM 


The park problem appears to be de- 
veloping into one rather of large policy 
than of detailed management, and the 
policy indicated is one of enlightened 
selfishness. 


Every private enterprise for gain 
must be selfish. It is only enlightened 
selfishness that makes for permanent, 
lasting gain. Every public utility is 
learning this lesson, and the amuse- 
ment park is emphatically an instru- 
ment of public usefulness. 

“The public must be given what it 
wants,” has been the watchword, and 
park activities have been generally 
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Closed and gripped the gray-clad army, foot to foot and breast to breast.

Within the park 
proper they provide open spaces—tree 
and grass-covered spaces—under and 
around coasters, in untenanted sec- 
tions, wherever possible, in fact, even 
leasing additional ground for the pur- 
pose, and make of them children’s 
playgrounds, picnic grounds and rest- 
ing places. In the children’s play- 
grounds they place sand heaps, swings, 
simple gymnastic apparatus, pools for 
wading, etc., and that this policy is 
financially encouraging is borne out by 
their eagerness to install anything new 
in this line. 


The policy makes beauty spots of 
unsightly waste places at little cost, 
comparatively, and it takes cognizance 
of the generally overlooked fact that 
novelty is not the sum total of the 
public’s needs. It interferes not at all 
with the expansion of the park along 
other lines which require rides and de- 
vices of various sorts.

MILLER BROTHERS 
ANNOUNCE WORLD TOUR 


Wild West Magnates Purchase Large Steamship 
Which Will Later Be Used for Five-Year 
Trip Around the World 


San Fraucisco, Feb. 17.—In an interview with 
The Billboard representative upon his arrival in 
San Francisco Joe C. Miller stated that as it 
was almost impossible to secure meang of trans- 
portation to Europe from Galveston, of the stock 
he is purchasing for the 


belligerents, it was 
decided that the Miller Brothers would pur- 
chase their own steamship. In accordance wits 
these plans Zack Miller made a flying trip to 
New York and closed the deal with a German 


maritime concern for the purchase of one of their 
vessels at a price of $450,000. While this figure 


seems exorbitant Mr. Miller states that the 
vessel will have paid for itself when it has 
made four trips with stock. 


Representatives of the British and French 
Governments have appreved of the purchase of 
the German vessel, with the understanding that 
during the war it shall be used only to transport 
stock to their countries. 

At the close of hostilities the Miller Brothers 
will refit the interior of the steamship to feed 
and sleep the 101 Ranch Real Wild West new 
at the exposition, and make a five-year tour of 
the world.

CAPT. EVANS NOT KILLED 


New York, Feb. 20.—Capt. Thomas H. Evans, 
the well-known deep sea diver, bas been kept 
busy for the past two weeks writing letters to 
his friends in answer to letters of condolence 
sent to his supposed widow. Evans says he 
has had peculiar feelings while working under 
water when his air line became fouled or the 
pumps stopped, but he claims that the strangest 


sensation he has ever experienced is reading 
newspaper notices describing the manner in 
which he met his death and his burial. One of 


these notices reads in part, as follows: ‘‘Friends 
of Capt. Thomas H. Evans, Jr., learned today 
of bis death Saturday in an accident in the 
Welland Canal, near St. Catharines, Canada. 
Capt. Evans was crushed to death while working 
under water repairing Lock No. 19. He was 
buried yesterday in the Catholic Cemetery, St. 
Catharines, his bedy baving been recovered 
Sunday.”’ 

Evans had the accident all right when one 
of the big sluice gates fell and penned him in 
a little space, with only three feet of slack in 
his lines, and for two or three hours his life 
was despaired of, but the same indomitable 
will and fight that has pulled him out of other 
under-water difficulties stood by him in this job 
and bis almost superhuman efforts saved him. 
He is known amon: divers as “the man who 
never refused a chance."’ Working on the wreck 
of the steamer Empress of Ireland, Evans re- 
covered eighteen bodics. For a time he held 
the record for the deepest dive—167 feet under 
sea water. Evans’ father and brother Arthur 
have both been killed in diving accidents. 

Redouins and friends of Evans were disenss- 
ing the accident in the New York office of The 
Rillboard, and the gloom hung heavy, when lo 
and behold in walks the Captain, and, stepping 
up to the desk, he requested his mail The 
men who had been telling what a good fellow 
he was stopped short in their talk, and it said 
that seven of them swore off drinking within one 
minute, but the water wagon lost all the new 
passengers when it was discovered that it was 
Evans himself and not his ghost that stood 
before them.

NEW GIANT IN FILM 
FIELD INCORPORATED 


Original Title of The United States Film Pro- 
ducing Co. Proving Unavailable, The Ameri- 
can Film Producing Co. Is Substituted 


Chicago, Feb. 18.—Early in December Frank 
Jacobs, of Detroit; William H. Lankin, of 
Battle Creek; James H. Pratt, of Detroit, and 
D. R. Macdonald, of Chicago, organized a 
company which they intended to incorporate as 
the United States Film Producing Company. 
They sent their representative to Springfield this 
week for the purpose of taking out charter and 
incorporation papers under that name, but re- 
ceived the following wire from him: “I am 
advised by the Secretary of State that the name 
you desire for your company, to wit, The United 
States Film Producing Co., can not be ueed for 
corporate purposes in the State of Illinois for the 
reason that another company of that name is now 
enrolled and in good standing. Kindly decide 
on another name as soon as possible and advise 
me.’’ After consultation with the several di- 
rectors of the company the name, American Film 
Producing Company, was chosen, and in response 
to a telegram Mr. Jacobs received the follow- 
ing wire: ‘“‘American Film Producing Company 
is available.” Signed, Lewis G, Stevenson, 
Secretary of State, Illinois. Mr. Jacobs im- 
mediately notified his representative to apply 


for incorporation papers for the sum of 
$2,000,000. 

Mr. Jacobs stated to our representative that 
contracts for a complete program have abso- 
lutely teen executed and also that with the 
exception of probably three all distributing 
stations had been arranged for. These stations 
are also all under bond, ranging from $5,000 to 
$20,000 each. 

It was found necessary to almost double the 
original plans for the printing and developing 
plant, work on which is already under way, 
and the program will be ready to launch very 
soon. 

Inasmuch as the State of Illinois requires that 
one-half the capitalization be subscribed at the 
issuance of incorporation papers it will be seen 
that the American Film Producing Cothpany is 
an enterprise rivaling, if not actually out- 
stripping, all otber producing companies in 
scope and size. 

The company’s plans are original—yet sound. 
The old line companies, as well as the large 
producing corporations that are the birth of 
the last eighteen months, have in this corpora- 
tion a tremendous competitor,

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 20.—When the Legisla- 
ture reassembles on March 2 a bill, at the 
request of the Pennsylvania Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League, wil] be introduced to repeal 
the censorship law passed at the session of 1911. 
On the other hand J. Louis Breitinger, chief 
of the State Board of Censors, is framing a 
bill to increase bis force of cenrors, and this 
will probably be introduced shortly.

manufacturer. 


The Select Film Agency was organized by 
Adolph Zukor and others of the Famous Players 
to exploit these large features and features in 
which Mary Pickford appears, these features to 
be shown in houses where the minimum admis- 
sion price is 25 cents. As far as can be learned 
none of the large productions to be made by 
the Famous Players will be released on the 
Paramount Program until they have toured the 
circuit of big theaters booked by the Select 
Film Agency.

The audience sang 
the chorus of this last song, and it is a very 
unusual thing for a Coliseum audience to do a 
thing of that sort. ;

The Versatile Four were a great success at 
this hall on their introduction to London last 
Monday, February 8. They featured two gongs 
new to British audiences, She Was the Slowest 
Girl in Town and Tipperary Mary, besides do- 
ing some very fine concerted work with the 
piano, ’cello and banjo.

Supporting the views about British vaudeville 
business given in these columns several times 
recently 1 note that the effect of the war on 
the British music hall business was commented 
upon by Oswald Stoll, managing director of the 
Coliseum Syndicate, who presided on February 
10 over the seventh annual meeting of slare- 
holders. Mr, Stoll sa‘d that the fall in the 
business at the outbreak of the war had not 
continued, and the present year up to now com- 
pared favorably with any similar period.

AUSTRALIAN OUTLOOK BRIGHT 


New .York, Feb. 18.—Walking into Chris 0. 
Brown's office in the Strand Theater building, 
just following the receipt of a letter by the 
American representative of the Harry Rickards 
Cireu.t in Australia, from Hugh MelIntesh, man 
eging directer, The Billboard representative 
secured the following statement from Mr 
Brown: 

I have received some little news from Aus 
tralia which may be of interest to sume of 
your readers. Mr, Meclutosh writes that condi 
tions are surprisingly good, considering that it 
is a summer season there, and also that the 
war bas had some little effect. All his Aus- 
tralian houses are running in full blast, andl 
the Tivoli in Sydney and the YViveli in Met 
bourne are doing especially weil. 

At Sydney he is running a review after the 
style of our New York Broadway 
entitled September Morn, 
Haskell, an American producer. Haskell, ac- 
cording to the criticisms of the various <Aus- 
tralian papers, has nore than made good. 

Two American favorites are playing the leads 
—Isabelle D’Armond, formerly of Frank Carter 
and Isabelle D’Armond, and Monty Wolf, form- 
erly of the Rathskellar Trio. Vaudeville plays 
a prominent part in this review. The Americans 
that have gotten over nicely are: The Leach 
Wallen Trio, Alfredo, the Vagabond Violinist: 
Davenport’s Models, Fields and Coco, and Ches- 
ter Kingston.

As the Opera House can not reopen yet the 
artistes are giving a series of operatic matinees 
at the Trocadero. 

The Comedie Francaise confines itself to Ra- 
cine, Moliere and other classics and on Thurs- 
days and Sundays only. 

From Berlin comes the news that Carmen is 
deing played at the opera and Shakespeare at 
Reinhardt’s. Prices of seats have been reduced, 
as also have actors’ salaries. Efforts are being 
made, however, to pay smaller salaries in full. 
At Reinbardt’s artists receiving $2,000 a month 
formerly now get $125. 

Patriotic melodramas are being played at the 
more popular Berlin theaters. The Folies Caprice 
has been renamed the Possen Theater. The 
Schumann Circus is running a war spectacle, en- 
titled East and West. At the Admiral’s Palast 
an ice pley is staged with patriotic motives in 
which a Zeppelin and a Taube figure on skates. 

A Moscow correspondent, writing on amuse- 
ment conditions in that old Russian ¢apital, 
says that the theaters and movies there are 
almost without exception given over to patriotic 
plays. Pieces such as the Song of the Brussels 
Lace Makers (a grim sketch In which the lace 
makers are first shown happy and contented and 
then in a second act dressed in black before a 
background of Louvain and weaving a thread 
of blood) and De Maupassant’s Les Deux Amix 
are very popular,

Mr. McIntosh in his letter states that 
Westoni, the pianist, met with a severe acci- 
dent in Australia, and is at present in a hos- 
pital there. Westoni is wel] known in Amer- 
ica, having played four successive tours here. 
He played the Orpheum Circuit and three tours 
of the Sullivan & Considine Time. 

Alien acts, that is performers that are na- 
tives of countries with whom Englaod is at 
war, cannot be booked in Australia, as (ey are 
unable to get into the country, and even if 
they do get in Mr. McIntosh writes that it 
would be impossible for them to leave. He 
says there are any number of German acrobats 
et present walking around the streeta of Mel- 
bourne and Sydney, as they are unable to leave 
the country. 

Welsh and Carbasse, well-known Australian 
team, have been booked to open on the Orpheum 
Cireuit. They are leaving Australia shortly, and 
will open their season in San Francisco, play- 
ing eastward. 

The rumor started some time ago, saying that 
theaters in Africa have been closed, and that 
there were very few performances booked there, 
is unfounded, as Mr. McIntosh says that they 
are booking all their acts through to Africa, 
and any Americans that are booked to play 
the Australian time who desire to play Africa 
can do so. In that way, if they desire to re- 
turn to America via way of London, this rout- 
ing makes such a thing possible. Mr. McIntosh 
also made arrangements whereby he can book 


almost any act a week or two in London on 
their way home, 

He feels much elated at the conditions. He 
expected fat the war would have a very bad 
effect upon Australian business conditions, as 
they are sending quite a few more from that 
territory, but as he says the Australians seem 
to want amusements, and war or no war, they 
are patronizing the theaters to the fullest ex- 
tent, 

I have booked quite a few of American acts 
and they are sailing regularly from San Fran- 
ciseo via the American steamers. The latest 
team to sail was Dooley and Sales. 

James J. Corbett left for Sydney on February 
16, via toe Steamer Sonoma, He opens in 
Sydney early in March. Great things gre ex- 
pected of bis debut. 

I understand that several sporting societies 
have arranged to meet the boat with a band, 
and are arranging a big parade and dinner in 
his honor. Not Mm years has the coming of a 
celebrity created such a stir as has Corbett. 

Nella Webb is at present in New York, and is 
likely to sail for Australia in April. She is new 
negotiating with the New York office of the 
Hugh D. MeIntosh Circuit. 

Sophie Tucker is another prospect. 
considering August time. She is at present ne- 
gotiating for London booking. Miss ‘Tucker 
contemplates an extended tour around the world. 

Monty Wolf's long hair has created a sensa- 
tion in Australia, but he came very near losing 
his crop of gingery locks about a week after he 
had set foot on Australian soil, He went into 
a barber shop and asked for @ shave, and, in the 
usual American manner, he dozed off. Just then 
the barber's assistant left him to go for lunch, 
and the assistant seeing Monty’s very long 
locks contended that it was a hair cut he 
wanted, and proceeded to give it. Wolf woke 
up just as a nice big slice was being sheared 
off the back of his head. What Wolf said to 
the barber is another story. 

The introduction of reviews in Sydney has 
given a few native Australian girls a chance te 
make a reputation. Eileen Watsen, a plump 
and pretty little dancer in The Follies at the 
Tivoli, has made quite a success, as has also 
Vera Pearce, another native of Australia.

Chicago, Feb. 19.—The Showmen's League 
held its second annual meeting in the German 
Parlor of the Grand Pacific Hotel on February 
17, and important business was transacted.

The motto of the committee will te “Once 
a Showman, Always a Showman,”’ and it is 
believed and hoped that its beneficial activities 
hereafter will be such that no worthy person 
will be left in want. 

It was the unanimous sentiment of al] present 
that such a definite and worthy ambition could 
net fail to stir the league to new and meeded 
life and activity. and all the members extended 
their generous thoughts to James T. Clyde for 
his inspiration. Mr. Clyde beaded the list of 
donations with $50 towards the objects of the 
fund, and also announced that the German room 
of the Grang Pacifie Hotel, of which he is now 
the manager, was placed at the league's dis- 
posa 


It was decided to recognize the Grand Pacific 
as the headquarters of the league until such time 
4s it shall have permanent headquarters. 

In furtherance of the plan to maintain a 
Permanent relief fund it was decided that all 
showmen should be asked to co-operate by nuam- 
ing June 16, 1915, as the Showmen’s League of 
America Day, and by donating a portion of their 
receipts of that day to the permanent fund.

New York, Feb. 18.—Granville Barker, pro- 
ducer, and Lillah McCarthy seem to have scored 
again, and emphatically, in the presentation of 
Mr. Barker’s London production of Midsummer 
Night's Dream, at Wallack’s.

plunge. Now managers, who never paid a four- 
figure salary without extreme reluctance, are 
granting Nazimova her price without hesitation. 

All of which proves that there is a great field 
open now to many inactive play producers who 
hesitate to assume large obligations in the effort 
to score with a fickle public. Such producers as 
George C. Tyler and Harrison Grey Fiske might 
well turn their attention to the two-a-day, where 
it te possible te comwend as high as $3,000 a 
week for one number on the program. How 
many legitimate attractions average $3,000 a 
week for their share of the gross? Is the risk 
of ‘getting, it over’ any greater in the newer 
field than in the old, 

Vaudeville must have the biggest kind of 
feature attractions to maintain its pace at the 
present scale of prices. It is a significant fact 
that the Keith houses in New York were playing 
to larger business at one time this season than 
at any period since Percy Williams retired from 
their direction. The sole reason for this result 
was that there was a big tox office attraction 
available for each house for several weeks. No 
ole knows 60 well as E. F. Albee that big-time 
vaudeville requires far more compelling attrac- 
tions today than ever before. 


The two-dollar-a-seat motion picture production 
is no longer ‘‘the wild fancy of a dreamer,” as 
expressed by a reviewer of the volume, Forty 
Years’ Observations, yqublished in 1909 by the 
present writer. In that work the following 
paragraph was ventured: 

“There are now intrenched in the film studios 


intrepid men who, defying the wrath of the- 
atrical producers, are already indicating that 


their productivity will one day be hailed by the 
public in the very same playhouses where the 
spoken play alone is now the attraction. How 
early in the next decade the two-dollar-a-seat 
photoplay will be revealed will depend greatly 
on the same theatrical interests who are re- 
Inctant to recognize such a noss'bility.’’ 

The plavhouse selected for the first “‘two- 
dollar photoplay”’ is the Liberty Theater, where 
David Wark Griffith's Rirth of a Nation, a visu- 
alized version of Thomas Dixon’s The Clansman, 
is to be presented at the regular prevailing 
scale of prices. 

Some will say that there have already been 
such prices for photoplays, but the most careful 
serutiny of records fails to reveal a single 
instance where the exact scale of prices was 
maintained. Kinemacolor productions of The 
Durter and The Coronation of King George were 
the first shown in a high-grade playhouse, but 
the prices were not of the two-dollar grade. The 
same is true of An African Hunt during its 
lone vorne at the Lycenm Theater. 

Nor 4'd Cabiria command the regular prices 
at the Knickerbocker Theater. Though box seats 
were held at two dollars, the rest of the honse 
was available to the public at a concession, 
hence the Griffith production. presented at the 
Liberty's standard prices, inaugurates a new era. 


Frederick Shipman is the latest of the spectes. 
impresario, to capitulate the lure of the silent 
Arama, Frederick is ai brother of ‘Ernie’ 
Shipman, now in charge of the Universal's big 
features, such as are exploited in regular play- 
houses and it is the same company’s Neptune's 
Denghter that the well-know director of musical 
attractions is first to exploit in Australia and 
New Zealand, where Shipman’s career has largely 
figured. 

No one familiar with the way Frederick Ship- 
man does things can doubt that his advent in 


the field, already attracting so many of his 
colleagnés in the musical world, will be char- 
acterized by important develonments The time 


has come when a far snverior method of ex- 
ploitation of bich-grade film productions is an 
absolute necessity. It will be interesting to 
observe the ontcome of a highly developed plan 
te exploit motion pictures in Patti-Rernhardt 
style. 

Once more this department has forecasted 
well. A week before Granville Barker in- 


augurated his season of high-grade plays at 
Wallack’s the writer ventured a belief that the 
outcome would be a revival of the New Theater 
movement, never wholly abandoned. Now comes 
Otto H. Kahn—a man who rarely speaks for 
publication—in the role of the prophet himself. 
Mr. Kahn addressed the Drama League recently, 
expressing his satisfaction at the splendid public 
response to Barker's efforts, significantly clos- 
ing his address with these encouraging words: 
“I look to see Mr. Barker come to this country 
next year, and every year, to produce plays in 
a new New Theater.” Barker was present 
himself, and, though he did not verify Mr. 
Kabn’s prediction in his own address to the 
league. he did not protest, and what he did say 
went far to impress those present with the be- 
lief that Mr. Kahn spoke with authority. 


CHICAGO CHIPS
